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POSTAGE STAMPBOND BIDDER 


AGAIN COMES TO THE FRONT 


New York, September 1|!.—Considera- 
ble attention has again been attracted 
in the financial district to Abraham 
White, who came into prominence two 
years ago through the purchase of the 
John A. McCall mansion, on the New 
Jersey coast, by his bia for New York 
city’s 4 1-2 per cent bond issue. ‘ Mr. 
White, in behalf of the Abraham’ White 
Bond company, offered to take the en- 
tire issue at prices ranging from 
$100.35 to $102.59. It was said by the 
comptroler that he would receive about 
$15,000,000 of the $40,000,000 fssue. A 
check for $800,000 accompanied Mr. 
White’s bid, and he says he is ready 
to pay for the bonds that are likely to 
be awarded him at any time. 

The originality of White's financial 
operations have gained for him the 
soubriquet of the “Rock Buyer” and 
the original “postage stamp bond bid- 
der.”’ 

He became known as the ‘ Rock Buy- 
er’ on account of his practice of buy- 


ing city lots bearing big outcroppings 
of rock. He had _ noticed that such 


lots could be bought at about half the 
prices of those on the building level, 
even in the same vicinity, and figured 


that the rock lots would be worth just | 
as much as the other kind in the near | 
future. Time proved him right, and he | 


made handsome profits. 
But it was when he bid on $8,000,000 :

that Mr. White gained his 
prominence.

HARMON SPEAKS 


Former Attorney General’ Fears 


Encroaching Federal Power

STATES MUST KEEP POWERS 


Harmon Says the States Are Abund- 
antly Able to Deal With the 
Corporations—He Has No 
Sympathy With the At- 
tacks on Wealth. 


sorfolk, Va., September I|1.—The cele- 
bration today of Ohio state day at the 
Jamestown exposition was. one of the 
Sreatest features in the exposition’s 
history. There were hundreds of vis- 
itors from the Buckeye state, including 
Governor Harris, with Judson Harmon, 
of Cincinnati, former attorney. genefal 
of the United States, orator of the day.

Worthington, great-granddaughter of 
Governor Thomas Worthington, the 
first United States senator from Ohlo, 
whose home, Adena,” has been repro- 
duced as QOhio’s state building at the 
exposition.

Harmon for Heme Rule. 


-ir, Harmon, discussing the formation 
of the government, said in part: 

“The principle of local self-govern« 
ment or home rule was too important 
and too deep-seated in the hearts. of 
the peopie of all the states to be yield- 
ed, or even quatified further than was 
necessary to create a lasting federal 
union. More than a century was to 
pass before anvbody would suggest 
that the general government has im- 
perial powers and may acquire and 
hold territory for its own aggrandize- 
ment without regard to present or 
prospective admission as-new states. 

“Home rule means a_ government 
created and carried on at home by 
home agencies which are thus never 
out of touch with the people. 

*“‘More than a century of experience 
under this dual form of government 
has proved its fitness and sufficiency 
for the needs of our people. In each 
state they have huilt up and carry on 
for themselves institutions under 
which protection justice, education 
and public convenfencces are provided 
and civil rights defined and secured. 
Those who they entrust with the mak- 
ing and enforcement of laws are choes- 
en bv themselves from their own num- 
ber and act under their own hand and 
eye. And they have at the same time 
a voice {in the conduct by the general 
government of tre foreign and general! 
affairs committed to It. 

States Must Keep Power. 


“They know that authority once sur- 
rended or qualified is never regained, 
no matter how bitter the regret. 
They have learned that encroaching 
power is sometimes well meant and ai- 
wavs strews its path with attractive 
present benefits. And they have that 
sovereign virtue of a free people—pa- 
if necé 
be, while they work out through their 
own agencies the difficulties which 
changing circumstances are ever pre- 
senting. 

“They are sure they better than oth- 
ers can control without cripvling the 
corporations they create and fix the 
conditions on which those created py 
other sovereitgnties may do business 
within their borders. And they are 
not willing to vield the right to do this 
to any other power, or to have it oual- 
ified save bv the condition. to whica 
they have given irrevocable consent, 
that thev must ect justlv with respect 
to rights lawfully acquired. 

No War on Honest Wealth. 

“Tt is a matter of no personal] inter- 
est to me because my aim in life has 
never been to amass wealth, but I am 
not taken with the idea of seeking to 
limit by law the acquisition of fortunes. 
The smallest fortune is too great if it be 
dishonestly or unfairly gained. With 
laws so framed as not to impose unnec- 
essary charges on the people which op- 
erate to give some advantage over oth- 


to prevent unfair methods and Corrupt 
practices, no fortunes will be “swollen, ’ 
which implies unnatural and perverted 
rowth. 

“Nor with our well tested System Ot 
inheritance and restriction of entail- 
ments will fortunes long remain in un- 
worthy hands; while fair gotten weaitn 
has neither temptation nor occasion to 
seek illicit gavors from officials Who 
make and enforce the laws. And 
in our free country every man 
who thinks happiness lies in 
wealth has the right to get as rich as 
he honestly can. <All we should de- 


mand is that h2 shall not tnecrease his} 


gains by withho!ding from the laborer 
his just reward or adding hardships 
nor bv depriving others of 
their gains by ‘unfair competition. 
And he must bear his due share of the 
of the government which 
protect him in pursuit and possession. 
Let States Decide. 

‘The people of each state can best de- 
cide for themselves, from time to time, 
what measures to adopt and judge their 
operation and effect. They can better 
and more promptly correct or change 
them to suit their case, as trial may 
suggest. And each state will have the 
benefit of the experience of the other 
states as well as its own. If a measure 
prove wise, it will promptly be adopted 
wherever conditiofise require it. If it 
prove unwise, the less scope it has the 
better.”’

DRUNKENNESS DEBATED 
BY A WORLD CONGRESS 


Impressions of the International Conference at Stock- 
holm, Which Discussed Best«Method of Fighting 
Alcoholism. 


Stockholm, August 20.—(Special Corre- , 


spondence.)—The eleventh International 
Congress against Drunkenness has jus‘ 
closed. -For a week the delegates, with 
rare good faith and patience, have at- 
tended meetings—morning, noon and 
night—in the “aula,’’ or central hall of 
the great boys’ high school and the ad- 
joining gymnasium. Wintry winds and 
leaden skies with frequent downpours of 
rain have prevailed for three days, but 
the sun ig shining on the eve of our de- 
parture. Here on the shore of the Bal- 
tic, amidst the rocky hills of lovely Salts- 
jobaden to which Swedish hospitality has 
brought us in four steamers from Stock- 
holm, there is a chance of clearing the 
brain and disentangling ideas from 
amidst the polyglot of tongues. This lit- 
tle island-studded inland sea is en fete. 
The Swedish flag is flying everywhere 
and our road is garlanded with flowers. 
Quaint wooden houseég are perched on 
blocks of granite standing high above 
the water against a background of firs 
and pines. These islands are sacred to 
summer rest, the Myaginia of the Swe- 
dish inland sea. It ig a gracious com- 
pliment to make foreign guests welcome 
here, Indeed, this gathering has been a 
temperance congress and something 
more. In the best sense it has been an 
international peace congress. A cause 
which brings together upwards of 1,200 
mén and women of varied nationality, 
party and creed, but united in one aim, 
must make for peace. Enthusiasm for 
an ideal does more to solve international 
differences than dubious discussions on 
methods of warfare. The thought which 
underlies this ideal is clearly defined in 
the argument ‘‘drunkenness and its ef- 


fects are the curse of the human race, 
therefore, while not ignoring secondary 
causes, unceasing warfare must be waged 


against the obvious and common foe.” 
Language Difficulties. 

The delegates belong to the follow- 
ing nationalities: 150 Germans, 25 Brit- 
ons, 18 French, 3! Swiss, 16 Americans, 
75 Austrians and Hungarians, 
wegians, 28 Danes, 46 Finns, 19 Rus- 
Sians, 2! Dutch, 7 Belgians, 2 Ruman- 
ians, 4 Italians and 2 Servians, 
the sum total is made up of people from 
all parts of Sweden. ‘The respective 
continental: and American governments 
have on previous occasions sent dele- 
gates, and this year their number is 
reinforced by a British government del- 
egate, Dr. Branthwaite, inspector of in- 
ebriate asylums. While the English- 
Speaking delegates are representing 
larger associations of persons interest- 
ed in temperance reform, the continen- 
tal delegates have taken the more prom- 
inent place in the discussions. The 
whole week German has been the chief 
medium of intercourse. The Scandina- 
Vians, Russians ang Finlanders speak 
German with extraordinary fluency, and 
as a matter of course official papers 
and programs have been printed to suit 
the majority. The British and Amer- 
icans,. with few exceptions, have venr 
tured on no languge but their owr. and 
hence, to some extent, have found them- 
selves in an isolated position. 

When Esperanto becomes a compui- 
sory subject in every European and 
American school, the pains of “proud 
isolation’’ will cease and “ententes cor- 
diales’’ will flourish without the need 
for preliminary diplomatic negotiations. 

The president of the congress, his 
royal highness, Prince Gustavus Adolph- 


inaugural address in excellent English. 
Accompanied by his two uncles, Prince 
Oscar Bernadotte and Prince Eugene, 
he attended the opening session in the 
Emmanuel Free church. In the after- 
noon, in the absence of the king, the 
three princes received the delegates with 
charming cordiality at a garden party. 
The interest taken by the Swedish roy- 
al family in moral reform is most 
marked. The princes really understand 
the people. It !s the custom in this 
land of good manners and simple ways 
for the royal girls and boys to attend 
the same schools as the common people. 
Prince Gustavus Adolphus’ young wife, 
Princess Margaret of Connaught, has 
won her way into all hearts, and is her- 
self a member of the Swedish Women’s 
Total Abstinence Society. The effect of

ties for total abstinence formed amongst 
army officers, university students, and 
public school boys and girls. 
Characteristics of the Congress 
The predominant characteristics of the 
congfess have been its earnestness, cor- 
dilality, and devotion.to detailed study. 
Not a single note of discord has, been 
Struck. Indeed, to British delegates ac- 
customed to the somewhat commonplace 
round of the ordinary temperance con- 
ference, the proceedings of this interna- 
tional gathering came as a pleasant 
surprise. While humanitarian and 
moral considerations have been by no 
means ignored, the scientific aspect of 
the question has held a first place. 
These young continental societies are 
abreast with the spirit of the times. 
They take no a priori statement for 
granted. 
past must be subjected to. strict scien- 
tific tests. With a patience ang care 
which merit high respect they are 
studying alcohol and alcoholism as thor- 
oughly as other scientists Study the 
plague germ. Twenty medical men and 
& number of university professors took 
part. Amongst the most noteworthy 
contributions were those of Professors 
a and Laitneu, of Helsingfors, 
a Farel, of Chigny-pres- 
Professor Latineu, 


who left « 


d the congress r 
gave a most illuminating ls part 
hol and race deterioration. He has for 
years been making investigations, and 
reported his latest results. For eight 
months he has been dosing a certain 
number of guinea pigs and rabbits with 
minute quantities of alcohol, and has 
instituted comparisons between them and 
Similar animals supplied with nonaleo- 
holized, water. The difference between 
the size and disease-resisting powers of 
the progeny of these two classes of ani- 
mals is remarkable. The amount of al- 
cohol given is in strict propértion to the 
size and weight of the animal, and is 
equivalent to a glass each day of Finnish 
beer to a fully grown Finlander. Pro- 
fessor Farel’s paper on alcohol and sex. 
ual questions was a fitting complement 
to that of Professor Laitineu. With gooa 
taste and fearlessness he faced some of 
those present-day problems which must 
be solved if the Aryan race is to hold its 
own in the world. 

The continent of Europe may have 
awakened late in the day to the evils of 
alcoholism, but this congress has been qa 
revelation to the British delegates of the 
keen intellects which are delving into 
the many ramifications of the subject. On 
the political side, the delegates from the 
United States made out a strong case 
for prohibition as opposed to the system 
of high license. 

The Gothenburg System. 

Professor Helenius, leader of the social 
democratic party in the Finnish parlia- 
ment and 4 personal investigator of 
American methods, announced that he 
believed the prohibition of the manufac- 
ture, import and sale of alcoholis drink 
would be carried during the forthcoming 
session. Nine-tenths of the members of 
parliament are in favor, including the 
nineteen women returned at the last 
election under adult suffrage. 

One of the most animated discussions 
centered round the Gothenburg Public 
House Company system. During the 
week many delegates have made a round 
of the houses, and their working was 
subjected to pretty severe’ criticism. 
Even. its Swedish advocates and pro- 
moters admit thet it is far from perfect. 
They generally assume that in theory it 
is excellent, in practice most faulty. 
Many Swedes, however, opposed the sys- 
tem altogether. Notable among these 
wag Mr. Ulrich, mayor of Saeter. He 
held it to be a hollow sham and an utter 
failure. His own town is in revolt 
against the Bolag and is about to veto 
the sale of all drink. 

The German delegates seemed to be 
divided in opinion, the Wnglish and 
American were all opposed to company 
management. At the great demonstra- 
tion held by the people of Stockholm on 
Sunday in Skausen park, resolutions were 
carried in favor of reforming their faulty 
liquor system. 

The very hearty invitation conveyed by 
the dean of Hereford and the Hon. Mrs. 
Eliot York, in the name of the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury and many other 
well known people, to visit London for 
the congress in 1909 has been sx anes 
with enthusiasm and unanimity.

It is reported that the Southern and 
Seaboard Air Line will be the only two 
roads entering Atlanta which will grant 
reduced rates to the state fair. 

It had beer previously reported that the 
Western and Atlantic and the Atlarta 
and West Point would not offer a lower 
rate, already being in the two-cent-a- 
mile class, and now it is stated that 
the Central of Georgia and the Georgia 
railroad will also decline. The passen- 
ger men in session Tifesday put the 
question of fair rates up to each road 
and took no concerted action on the 
subject.

RELICS OF AN UNKNOWN RACE 
Discovered in Ecuador by Professor 


of Columbia University. 


New York, September !1.—M. H. Savy- 
ille, professor of ethnology at Columbia 
university, who has returned from a 
trip to Ecuador, said he had discovered 
the ruins of cities near the coast which 
contained many evidences of a race 
hitherto unknown to present day scien- 
tists. 

The professor's researches extended 
along the Pacific coast about fifty miles 
to the north ang about the same dis- 
tance to the south of the equator. Some- | 
where hetween these points and to a 
distahce about one hundred miles in- 
land he found evidences of a city of an- 
tiquity. The city, he said, had streets 
lined with houses of singular construc- 
tion. Though the dwellings had been 
made of light material, a ‘sort of pal- 
metto or thatch, they had been econ- 
structed evidently with a view of with- 
Standing the’ shocks of frequent earth- 
quakes of the region, ang were intact. 
In them were found utensils for cooking 
and other domestic purposes, made of 
potiery, wood and the like. He sald he 
believed the city had containeqd 3,000 
or more people, 500 years ago. 

In his opinion the race was one of 
the highest in civilization living in 
America previous to the coming of Co- 
lumbus.

DESIRE FULL HEARING 
ON DEMURRAGE QUESTION 


In order that the fullest possible 
hearing may be had by the railroad 
commission of Georgia on the question 
of demurrage, which is now being con- 
sidered by that board, Chairman Mc- 
Lendon has issued a statement to the 
public requesting that all who have 
any points on this subject to present 
to the commission for their considera- 
tion will do so. 

The address to the public shippers is 
as follows: 

“The act of 1907 repeals the remedial 
clauses of the act of 1905, but does not 
take away from the commission the 
power to promulgate rules governing 
the question of demurrage. The 
change in the law is one of great im- 
portance, and the question of demur- 
rage which the carrier will be per- 


mitted to charge,.on the one hand; and 
the reciprocal demurrage which the 
shipper is to have the right to demand 
on the other, is now before the com- 
mission. The question of amending 
and enlarging the present rules gov- 
erning the subject will be considered 
at a hearing to be had on the 24th of 
September, 1907, and it is earnestly 
desired by the commission that the 
discussion of this question shall be 
fully participated in by all parties at 
interest. Ss. G. McLENDON, 
“Chairman,” 
The commission went into the con- 
sideration of this matter at length on 
Tuesday, but it was-soon seen that the 
matter was of widespread and gener 
interest, and would require anoth 
hearing.

Boll weevil, the most dreaded of all 
cotton destroying insects, has been 
shipped from Texas and placed in the 
growing cotton fields of President 
Harvie Jordan of the Southern Cotton 
Association, at his plantation near 
Monticello, according to a letter. re- 
ceived by State Entomologist R. I. 
Smith, from a member of the boll 
weevil commission of Texas, on yes- 
terday. 

The letter said that the writer had 
Overheard a conversation in Texas in 
which this fact was stated positively. 

Entomologist Smith took the letter 
to Mr. Jordan and asked if He had 
received any complaints from his crop 
on this score.

Mr. Jordan has left for 
White Springs, Fla., to hold a conven- 
tion of the Sea Island Cotton Associa- 
tion, and will join Entomologist Smith 
there Friday and examine the field for 
any possible trace of this pest.

There is a great risk 
in importing them into this.state, for 
there is danger of getting in the boll 
weevil with them. Cheap catton seed, 
is acting as an incentive to 
import, and in importing Georgia runs 
the great danger of importing . boll 
weevil too. 

“I see trat the cotton seed oil mills 
in South Carolina have refused to buy 
seed from the west just on this arc- 
count. Produce dealers, too, are find- 
ing that cotton seed hulls furnish an 
ideal hibernating place for the weevil.

FARMERS JOIN BATTLE WI1H 71HE GAMBLERS. 


The southern cotton farmers, the actual producers of the most valuable 
money crop of the nation, have squarely joined battle with the gambling 
contingent of the New York cotton exchange with the advance determination 
to save the millions of dollars that, heretofore, have annually been lost to 
them through the market manipulation of ‘the exchange gamblers. 

The issues and plan of campaign are clearly defined by President Charles 
Barrett in an interview in The Constitution. President Barrett has just re- 
turned from Little Rock, where the annual convention of the union fixed the 
minimum price for this year at 15 cents. 

Classifying the New: York cotton exchange as the most dangerous enemy 
of the list of those opposed to the welfare of the farmer, President Barrett 


says: 


‘ 


‘We think that the New York gam bling concern on Wall street has 
cost the cotton grower millions of dollars, an@ we intend to save that 
moftey hereafter by marketing the cotton at a price which we think 
fair. and honest, and-not at the fic titious prices of a lot of gamblers 
who don’t mind fleecing the farmer any more than does ‘a bunco steerer 
a greenhorn. We have discussed the situation fully, and have suggest- 
ed what we believe to be a remedy, and that is to make the minimum 
price of cotton 15 cents, and to hold the cotton unless that price is 
paid. « 

The spectacle of the cotton producers of the south lined up in battle 
array against the market manipulators, who have, without showing a scintilla 
of return value, annually sheared off millions from the tgngible wealth of 
the section, is an interesting one. For these planters, whether Owners of 
a five-acre or 100-acre farm, are fighting for the materia] welfare of an entire 
section. 

The Constitution, in an issue of recent date, published the observations 
of a southerner, describing a visit to the New York cotton exchange, and 
elaborating the methods whereby speculators, who would not know the grow- 
ing cotton if they saw it, used it as a pawn in the reckless game that annually 
netted them millions of,dollars. It showed that this actua] wealth, in obedi- 
ence to fixed economic laws, must come from some source; in this case, the 
pockéts of the men who had produced the staple. . 

_ It showed that on the very date on which the article was peritten 225,000 
bales of “hypothetical” : 

elastic future delivery system, that enly 86 balés of real cotton were sold and 

-200 bales delivered on contract—these 200 bales being, to all seeming, “prop- 

erty cotton” which may have been used, times without number, for the 

validation of mythical deliveries. 

It was also shown that weder the rules and classifications of the exchange 


to fix prices the country over at their own caprice without reference to actual 
value, and to foist on the occasional gullible buyer such rank stock as did 
not lend itself to bona fide manufacturing uses. 

The indictment, in brief, was: to the effect that the exchange had per- 
verted its legitimate function of barter and sale, substituting therefor and 
countenancing practices that placed it in the category of such palaces of 
chance as Canfield’s gambling institution at Saratoga, or Leopold’s green- 
baize conglomeration at Ostend. 

The action of the Farmers’ Union at Little Rock, and the summary of 
its policies, as expressed by. President Barrett, mean that the cotton pro- 
ducers have determined that, henceforth, they will take the situation in their 
own hands; that, following the custom that applies to transactions between 
producer and consumer in every other field, the farmer will say to the buyer: 

“l] have here a certain amount of cotton which cost me a definite sum to 
produce; the laws of supply and demand and consumption tell me that it is 
worth 15 cents a pound in the open market; that is the lowest figure at which 
{ will dispose of it; take It or leave it, as you please.” 

It is only necessary, as President Barrett stresses, that the producers

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MAKE THE “VAGS” MOVE ON. 


regarding the necessity of enforcing the vagrancy law, are worthy the consid- 
eration of the grand and trial juries in every county in Georgia where the 
vagrant is an ever-present problem. Dismissing the merits of the particular 
case upon which Judge Norwood hung his utterances, his declaration that 
there were 5,000 vagrants in his community and that a policy of indif- 
ference was manifested by the local authorities, points a significant moral 
to officials charged everywhere with the enforcement of the law. 

The vagrant, white or negro, is simply a parasite on the community. In 
the overwhelming majority of instances, he is a potential criminal. Given 
the opportunity or the necessity, the logical odds are that he will develop 
into an actual one. 

The problem is one, moreover, which does not lend itself to either auto- 
matic or permanent settlement. The mere passage of a law against vagrancy 
will not scatter the drones that infest the towns and the cities. The only 
effectual method is a constant, intelligent employment of the police drag-net, 
in combination with such cooperation from the trial court as will make the 
role of the chronic idler too unpleasant and profitless to encourage its con- 
tinuance. 

it is true that the law cannot make an industrious man out of a born 
sluggard, overnight. But it can, through persistent enforcement, teach the 
sluggard that he has no place in Georgia, and that his loafing or vicious pro- 
pensities must be exercised, if at all, in some other locality. And #{ that 
does not reach the source of the trouble—then there is always work to do in 
the public service.

New York, September 11.—The cotton mar- 
ket was more or less nervous and unsteady 
today, owing, in part, to the uncertain ac- 
tion of the revision committee after the close 
tonight. The close was steady at an advance 
ef 11 points on September, of 3 points on Oc- 
tober and 1 point lower to 1 point higher on 
later months. Sales were estimated at 300,000 
bales. The opening was steady at an advance 
of 2 points on near months, which were in- 
fluenced by moderate bull support to a de- 
cline'of 4 points in the later positions, as a 
result of lower cables @nd good weather over 
the south. After the opening prices worked 
up to a net advance of 4 to 6 points on an 
aitive demand from some of the recent heavy 
Seilera. But at the advance there was sell- 
ing by spot people and the market eased off 
to @ decline of 3@6 points with the active 
months selling about even with the low level 
of yesterday. There was a renewal of cover- 
ing at this level and at one time in the 
afternoon prices Were 8 to 18 points net 
higher, September being relatively firm. The 
close was off from the best under realizing.
